-Drink plenty of liquids while singing.

-Warm up your voice each time you 
sing. 

-Practice at least every other day. Like 
any muscle, the voice shrinks when it 
is unstretched. 

-Find a song that hits the very top of \ 
your current vocal range. Sing that 
song two to three times each time you 
practice. 

-Find a song that hits the very bottom 
of your current vocal range. Again, 
sing that song two to three times each 
time you practice. 

-Try not to have dairy products just 
before singing. They coat your voice I 
and make your cords tighter. Warm tea, 
on the other hand, can loosen tight 
cords. 

-Enjoy singing. If you’re singing from 
enjoyment, your voice will be far more 
clear than if you’re singing because 
you “have to practice”.

-Be careful how you speak. ..statistics show a 
high percentage of singer’s vocal problems 
begin with their speaking voice... 
cheerleaders, loud talkers, ... If you're using 
your voice in a loud manner consistently 
(and you may not realize it) you are abusing 
your voice, and if you sing, it will show 
-Avoid clearing your throat.. .it is a harsh 
action that does more damage than it gets 
results, and it gets to be a bad habit. 
Swallow, drink more water, and if you must 
clear, do it lightly, with a little more air.. .be 
gentle! 

-Don't eat late at night. ..acid reflux is a very 
common source of vocal trouble for many 
singers, sometimes regardless of age. 

-Pay attention to your diet... what you eat 
affects your voice greatly; not just in the 
short run (right before a gig) but in the long 
run. 

-Sing songs with alot of vocal “twists and 
turns" straight through at first to get the 
basic technique and notes involved.
